A fter stru ggling brav ely and al­ 
most h opelessly against 
th e inev ­ 
itable for six long month s, William 
Ch u rch ill, eigh ty -one 
y ears old, a 
pioneer of Ru sh cou nty and a v ery 
widely known 
citizen of Ru sh v ille 
su ccu mbed at h is h ome in North Main 
street early th is morning of paraly ­ 
sis. 
He h ad been bedfast since th e 
last stroke of paraly sis 
wh ich oc­ 
cu rred almost six month s ago and th e 
end of h is life h ad been ex pected- for 
sev eral w’eeks. 
Mr. Ch u rch ill h ad a stroke of par­ 
aly sis one y ear ago last March and 
it was feared th en th at h e w’ou ld die. 
He was confined to h is bed a t th at 
time for th irteen 
weeks, bu t 
later 
improv ed so th at h e cou ld be ou t on 
th e streets for a sh ort time each day . 
He nev er completely recov ered, h ow­ 
ev er, as h is mind was sligh tly affected 
after th e first stroke. 
He su ffered 
th e second stroke th e sev enteenth of 
last Janu ary and was nev er able to 
leav e h is bed. 
Mr. Ch u rch ill was born in Rich land 
townsh ip Au gu st fou rth , 18 28 and 
was th e son of Daniel and 
Nancy 
Ch u rch ill. He h ad th e adv antages of 
an early sch ool edu cation and spent 
th e early part of h is life on th e farm. 
Up u ntil h e was th irty y ears old h e 
liv ed with h is parents in Noble and 
Rich land townsh ips, working on th e 
farm. 
He h ad liv ed in Ru sh cou nty 
all of h is life with th e ex ception of 
two y ears wh en h e resided in Lou is­ 
v ille. Kv . 
Mr. Ch u rch ill was closely identi­ 
fied with th e early bu siness interests 
of Ru sh v ille. 
Wh en h e left th e old 
Ch u rch ill h omestead at th e age of 
th irty y ears, h e came to th is city and 
engaged in th e grain bu siness. Later 
h e combined th e implement bu siness 
with h is grain bu siness and worked 
with th at for sev eral y ears. 
A fe>v 
y ears with th at bu siness and h e dis­ 
posed of it and went into th e lu mber 
bu siness. 
He sold lu mber for abou t 
ten y ears and retired. 
Mr. Ch u rch ill h ad been a member 
of th e St. Pau l M. E. ch u rch 
for 
forty y ears and was a regu lar and 
activ e member so long as h is h ealth 
permitted. 
He 
identified 
h imself 
with th e ch u rch in middle age and 
was an earnest worker u ntil disease 
h alted h im. 
He was also a member 
of th e Masonic lodge and w'as in 
early life a member of th e Odd Fel­ 
lows. 
Mr. Ch u rch ill was married to 
Miss Anna Bu sh in October, 18 72. 
Mr. Ch u rch ill h as been prepared to 
die since h is recent illness. 
He told 
h is broth er Milton th ree weeks ago 
th at h e knew’ h e mu st die and th at h e 


was ready and willing to go. 
Milton 
Ch u rch ill is one of fou r broth ers wh o 
su rv iv e h im. 
It was said wh ile Mr. 
Ch u rch ill was y et aliv e th at th e fiv e 
broth ers were possibly th e fiv e oldest 
broth ers known. 
William was th e 
oldest, 8 1; Jefferson is 8 0, Joh n W., 
76, George, 73, and Milton 66. 
Th e su rv iv ing members of th e fam ­ 
ily inclu de th e widow and t\y o dau gh ­ 
ters, Mrs. Ned Abercrombie of North 
Main street and Mrs. L. L. Allen of 
North Harrison street.

o f Uv aldia that a party was fo rmed to 
clean o ut the camp. As they appro ach­ 
ed the camp the white men were met 
by v o lley after v o lley o f sho ts fro m the 
neg ro es, but no o ne was wo unded. The 
white peo ple Immediately returned the 
fire, killed three ng ro es and wo unding 
fiv e. 
The fire o f the whites was so 
deadly that the neg ro es fled fro m the 
camp into the wo o ds, where they are 
being hunted. The feeling Is v ery bit­ 
ter, and the whites say they intend to 
run the neg ro es o ut o f the co unty .

Declaring that the purpose of the 
Repub lic is to give every man, woman 
and child b eneath our flag “a b etter 
chance, and a more equal opportuni­ 
ty,” Senator l>everidge, in his Fourth 
of July speech at Mounds Park, An­ 
derson, Ind., made a strong plea for 
the cause of the people in their fight 
for popular rights. 
Twenty thousand peopie heard the 
oration, and the cheers and applause 
were frequent. 
The speaker empha­ 
sized especially the child lab or evil, 
and the demand for citizenship rather 
than for partisanship. 
The address was given at the annual 
Independence 
Day celeb ration 
held 
under the auspices of the Associated 
Charities of Anderson and the Indus 
trial school. 
In part Senator Beveridge said: 
“The 
struggle 
whose 
supposed 
trium ph our nation represents was not 
new. It will continue while time last3. 
It is the eternal struggle of the people 
to get their rights from entrenched 
power; 
the eternal struggle of the 
people against those who exploit them, 
and the eternal struggle of men and 
women to make their own and their 
children’s lives happier and b etter. 
“American 
history 
furnishes 
the 
highest example of human effort for 
lib erty. 
May American history fur­ 
nish the highest example of effort tc 
preserve lib erty. 
“Unless every citizen is a sentinel 
our government will fail of its purpose. 
For there is always danger that wick­ 
ed and corrupt power will work Its will 
in some way upon the people. 
“Nob ody can protect the people ex 
cept the people themselves. 
Always 
the people have risen to their own de­ 
fense when they knew the danger and 
how to reach it. Each age has its dan 
ger and in overcoming this danger 
each age has its glory. 
“Not only are the forces the people 
must fight powerful, b ut 
they are 
| stealthy and furtive, yet b old and auda 
cious. They employ attractive men tc 
; plead their cause with the people—tc 
j plead an apparent cause, b ut never tc 
avow their real purpose. 
“Mighty 
financial 
interests 
have 
grown up. 
These migh*y interests, 
rightly used, could b e made to serve 
the people. 
Greed causes them to op 
press and wrong the people. These in 
terests invade the people’s legislation 
to secure laws for their own welfare 
and to fight laws intended for the peo­ 
ple’s welfare. 
The influence of these 
Interests is felt in all political organi 
zations. 
They try to make the voter 
a mere automaton. 
“Organized greed and the misuse ot 
partisanship are the two great pres 
ent-day forces which wrong the peo 
pie and from which the people must 
free themselves. 
“Partisanship 
mu3t b e intelligent 
and pure if our political parties are tc 
serve the voters instead of serving cor 
rupt Interests. 
“W henever the corrupt interests dc 
wickedness they must b e fought with 
the law’ and the b allot as b ravely as 
our fathers fought the same interests 
in another form with the b ullet and 
the b ayonet. 
And rememb er always 
that the hired servants of the inter 
e ts pretend that they are the real 
friends of the people. 
“Wrongs against the people, which 
wrongs are defended in the name of 
party and constitution, even in the 
name of Lib erty itself,—are doing 
more for socialism than all the ora 
tors and writers socialism puts into 
the field. 
Both parties are guilty 
equally. It is a question b etween par 
tisanship and citizenship. 
’Partizan 
ship is worthy only when guided b y 
citizenship. 
“The Beef Trust was selling dis 
eased meats to the people and thous­ 
ands died of ptomaine poisoning. 
Yet 
when we tried to stop that villainy we 
were told that It would b e b ad for the 
party 
that tried It. 
But we put 
through a m eat inspection law and it 
proved to b e the b est argum ent that 
party had. 
The very b usiness which 
fought this humane reform has found 
that this righteous law has meant the 
welfare of that b usiness. 
If we had 
not put through that law, socialism 
would have had a new argum ent for 
its cause. 
“The m anufacturers of food were 
adulterating their product and poison­ 
ing those they pretended to feed. The 
people suffered. 
The strength of the 
men was not equal to their lab or; 
the health of their wives was strange 
ly poor; 
their 
children languished. 
And when we stopped that, party pol­ 
iticians said the welfare of their par­ 
ties would b e imperiled. 
The lawyer 
politicians said, ‘he constitution is 
b eing destroyed.’ 
The makers of poi 
Boned foods said ‘You are ruining 
American b usiness.’ 
“Had all these men had their way 
the forces of revolution against all so-

prosperity. 
Give b usiness a rest.’ 
“That cry never comes from any 
b usiness or from any man who is 
doing right. The interests or the man 
who is doing right has nothing to fear 
from any reform which accomplishes 
nothing more than honesty. 
Every 
honest b usiness is helped b y every law 
that stops dishonesty in any other 
b usiness. 
“Every honest b usiness man in In­ 
diana knows he would b e b etter off if 
the mighty interests which he himself 
dare not resist were compelled to do 
what is right and just. 
“Child lab or is the crowning infamy 
of our American civilization. It Is un­ 
thinkab le that in this repub lic, in 19 10 
hundreds of thousands of little child 
ren are driven to lab or in factory 
mine and sweatshop for ten and twelve 
hours a day. Yet it is so.

sent 
your

One Lincoln is a b etter 
asset to the nation than all the million 
aires ever produced. 
“In every citizen’s soul I would en 
throne intelligence, ideals and patri 
otism; in eve^y citizen's soul I would 
dethrone servility, sordidness and par 
tisanship. 
“Partisan politicians of all parties 
ask you to care for your party; I ask 
you to care for your country. 
They 
ask you to care for your party’s wel 
fare; I ask you to care for hum anity’s 
welfare. 
“I want to see this nation live for­ 
ever, b ut it will not live forever nor 
live long if it live not for ideals. Only 
ideals endure. Only ideals are Immor­ 
tal. 
“And what are the ideals for which 
I would have this nation live? 
They 
are merely those which the M aster 
taught—the ideals of b rotherhood, jus­ 
tice and m ercy; ideals of equal oppor­ 
tunity, equal rights. 
“I want the great b usiness organi­ 
zations to .-erve the people for a fair 
profit—more than 
a 
fair profit is 
wrong. 
“I want every man 
to have his 
chance in life—less than that is wrong 
“I want this people to b e pure and 
b rave and clean and free, its men and 
women strong, comfortab le and inde­ 
pendent. their children protected in 
the sacred rights of childhood, their 
homes filled with honorab le comfort. 
“I want the purpose of our flag to b » 
realized. 
I want the sacrifices of 
W ashington and his Continentals to 
continue to b ear the immortal fruit of 
human welfare. 
“I want the prayer of Lincoln— tha t 
the nation’s heroes shall not have 
fought and died m vain, to b e an­ 
swered with Increasing richness. 
“I want partisanship to b e kept no­ 
b le and intelligent b y patriotism. 
I 
want the nation to b e the first pub lic 
thought of every citizen.
